Ottawa, February 10. — (CUP) — 
Students at .Canadian universities 
who are members of the Canad- 
ian officers' training corps or aux- 
iliary training battalions recosnlzcd 
by the National Defence Depart- 
ment probably will be allowed to 
carry on as usual despite new re- 
serve army regulations, it is learn- 
ed authoritatively here. 

One significant clause in the de- 
fence department's statement last 
Friday night announcing the new 
reserve army set-up reads: 

"Service in reserve units will no 
longer exempt from compulsory 
military service men who are' lia- 
ble to call under the National Re- 
sources Mobilization Act." 

As the C.O.T.C. and olhcr com 
pulsory military training units or 
ganizcd by colleges and universities 
are considered broadly as part of 
the reserve army, this- announce 
ment immediately raised the qucs 
lion whether university students 
would now be liable to call under 
.the national resources mobilization 
.act.

"Matter of Policy" 
' The query was directed to de- 
fencoj^headquarters, where il was 
learned^Uiatlhe status of university 
students under the new regulations 
is a "matter of poliçy," .now being 
worked out by the government and 
-that . an announcement, darifying 
the situation may be expected 
shortly. 

But in other informed quarters 
it was said there is little likelihood 
of any change in existing arrange- 
ments between the universities and 
the defence department 

"I do not believe any change is 
contemplated in the present set-up," 
one military spokesman said. "We 
arc getting good officer material 
from the universities and it would 
hardly seem logical to do anything 
that might interfere with this." 
■ Another official belief was that 
universities would be drained of 
their best men if students now ful- 
filling allotted military training 
quotas as members of the C.O.T.C. 
or equivalent •' units weré made 
liable for four months' compulsory 
military training and subsequently 
for service in uniform within Can- 
ada Of its territorial waters as long 
as the war may last

Older Men Wanted 

New rules laid down for the re- 
serve army imply at least two 
things respecting enlistments— that 
the reserve itself will be consti- 
tuted increasingly from older age 
brackets and that more men may 
be subject to call for service under 
the resources mobilization act - 

Voluntary enlistments in the re- 
serve now are restricted to men un- 
der 19 and over 35, except for men 
unfit for service overseas or exempt 
from active service because they 
are key workers in war industry. 

Thus, as things stand now, the 
only way a man between 26 and 35 
can obtain a uniform is by enlist- 
• fng for active service. The reserve 
, won't take him and he's too old to 
be called under the resources mo- 
bilization act as it is applied now,

Harvard Astronomer 
Diicovers New Comet 

The discovery of a new comet 
has been announced by the 
Harvard College Observatory. 
They forecast- it will become 
almost visible to the naked eye 
early in March, 

The discovery was made on 
photographic plates recorded by 
Harvard patrol cameras and Is 
now a very small object so:-,e 
100,000,000 miles away according 
to computations' ^hypfR^ N. 
Thomas of the Haifvard'~Astro^ 
nomical Staff. The comet' is ex-' 
pectcd to come within 60,000,000 
miles of the earth at its closest 
approach in March.

Guest 
speaker for the occasion will be 
Dr. Wilder G. Penfleld,- Professor 
of Neurology and Neurosurgery at 
McGill and Director of the Mont- 
real Neurological Institute. 
-Dr. Penaeld came to Montreal in 
1928 to become neurosurgeon to the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal Gen- 
eral. Hospitals, and has held his 
present position since 1934. Winner 
of a Rhodes Scholarship in 1014, he 
served as a doctor in France dur- 
ing World War I before resuming 
his ' education. Holder .of degrees 
from Oxford and Princeton, his 
achievements have taken him to 
many of the world's great medical 
centres, where his research has 
been of prime importance.

Dr. Winifred Cuilis yesterday, 
addressed a meeting of, the Wo« 
men's Union on the subject of 
her trip through Japan, China^ 
and otiier parts of the Far Easb.";^ 
Tiic address was sponsored by. - : 
the Program CommUtce of thf 
Womn's tTnion. Joan Edward, ^ 
president of the Program Com- 
mittcc, introduced the speaker.' 

Dr. Cuilis was a Profelwqr|of 's^ 
Physiology in the University'^'of 
London, and has also visited '^ 
various universities in thf 
United States and Canada. 14 ■ 
the course of her talk she men* , 
tioncd several incidents relating , 
to her experiences in these uni- 
versities. * 

Her Eastern trip was due to m'h. 
request from the government ta 
visit the countries of the Orient 
with a message to the women of 
these countries. Her observations of 
the conditions and the status of 
women in the various places sha 
visited formed an important party 
of her address. 

Status of. Oriental Women 
According to Dr. Cuilis' account 
the status of Japanese women jjsjr^ 
markably low, when compafêdfn? 
Occidental standards. As an illus«-;;>j 
tration of this point she remarko&;)^ 
tliat'she had''sèe'h Japanese 'wb'mea^ 
in a tram get up to give a s^ 
a man. In fact women . in; 
were not allowed j toj attend ■ tlîSîêp| 
tures which Dr.' Cûllir°'''1lèlivereil 
during her stay in the count jy. 

She recounted the story of ^tht 
Japanese occupation'^ of jjhMigh al 
from first-hand experl^^Khd 
mentioned such atrocitie^|^f|Piih* 
ese residents of the city being for* 
bidden to bury their dead. 

Orientol AtUtude to BrHaliL 4l 

The attitudes of these various 
peoples to Britain and the BriUsh 
people was brought to the atten- 
tion of the audience by Dr. CuUis* 
words. The British, she observed^'V/?-^ 
were extremely popular in tha 
Dutch East Indies, and she remarie» ' 
od that to the inhabitants of the 
islands, "Winston Churchill is a 
hero." In Japan generally she 
found the average person vbry*.' 
friendly to the British, but in South . 
Japan the Germans appeared influ- 
ential aiid she observed hostiiity to^ 
the British. 

Dr. Cuilis told of the smuggling 
in of arms by the Japanese on 
Dutch ships under cover of diplo- 
maUc Immunity. She also mention* 
ed that there has. been much ad> 
verse criticism of the citizens <A - 
Singapore as "whiskey-swillinç 
planters," and she asked for under* 
standing and tolerance for thes* 
people. 

Ilie conditions of the population* ; 
of the several countries tmder ob* ! 
servatloiï ' by Dr. Cuilis were also ^ 
brought Into her lecture. .She re* 
marked that the Japanese Invasion 
of China had raised food prices ta 
exorbitant levels, making it ' ditfl* '\ 
cult for, the . general populatlotti.'tà^ 
bè properly fed. In Japan she 'iounid|^ 
the main' civilian population under* 
nourished and over-worked. 

Dr. Cuilis concluded her addresil 
bylpirel|ctlng more and more dlffl* 
cuU' Umes ahead, and she stressed > 
the need for a maximum effort ,

Under New Rule 

Other Reservists 
Now Eligible for 
Military Service 

It was announced at Ottawa, las* 
week, that the members of reserve 
units in this country would no 
longer be exempt from compulsory 
military service as they have been 
in the past This order would, how- 
ever, probably not affect the 
C.O.T.C. or other compulsory mill 
tary training units organized by 
Canadian universities. The M.R.T3. 
is included in the .latter group, 
along with other 'similar units. 

A defence headquarters spokes- 
man said, "The status of these stu- 
dents under the new regulations Is 
a matter of policy now being work- 
ed out," but added that it was not 
likely that they would be affected 
by the rulings. "An announcement," 
he said, "will be made within the 
next few days." 

The students in the vsrious uni 
versitles who are taking military 
training, have, up to now, been con' 
sidered part of the reserve army 
and the question of their status 
arose as a result of this ruling. Of 
ficials arc, however, satisfied with 
the present system, and so no im' 
mediate change is expected.

to read books, which they can do 
In their' own country. Of course 
there are foreigners who take the 
courses for the French people, and 
for them thé task Is obviously even 
harder than it is for the French. 
There are generally some fifty for- 
eigners taking, the Cours pour les 
Etrangerfr-^from Great Britain, Hol- 
land, Hungary, Poland, the United 
States-^rom nearly every country 
in the world, even from Canada.
